Ratubon, April 16. 
HE Articles upon which the Bridge 
and Gate on the Danube were deli- 
ver'd up to the Elector of Bavaria, are 
as follows, viz. 1. The Magiftrates 
of the City of Ratisbon confent to put 
into the hands of his Eledtoral Highnefs the Gate 
and Bridge on the Danube. 2. And to furnifh 
arters for 1000 Men in and about the faid Gate. 
3. The Elector fhall maintain thofe Men at his own 
Expence without burdening the City. 4. Whereas 
the Elector has promis’d this City and the Diet,that as 
foon as the Imperial Ratification of the Affurance pro- 
‘d to be given on the part of theEmperor,as well as 
on the part of his Electoral Highnefs, That no Troops 
hall pafs through this City, arrives, he will with- 
draw his Troops ; “tis hop’d his Electoral Highnefs 
will give an Affurance .that he will make good the 
faid Promife, &c. §. In cafe there fhould be occa- 
fion for the Elector to take any further Meafures 
with regard either to the Bridge on the Danube or 
this City, the Burghers hall not be oblig’d ro take 
Arms in breach of their Duty to the Empire. 6. And 
whereas the City in general is not to fuffer any 
Damage, the Magiftrates do likewife affuredly ex- 
pect, that all their Officers fhall continue to act in 
their feveral Stations as formerly, without any Mo- 
leftation ; and that the Stone Bridge fhall be pre- 
fery’d in the ftate it now is. 
April 8, 1703. Sealed with the City Seal. 


Thefe Articles were ratified by the Elector of Ba- 
varia on the 13th of April ; at which time he figni- 
fied to the Burgher-Mafters and Common Council 
that he expected they fhould keep the Citizens and 
other Inhabitants within the Bounds of their Duty, 
affuring them, thaf’on his part he would put nothing 
upon them inconfiftent with it.

Ratisbon, April 19. The Roman Catholick De- 
puties had a Conference on Saturday laft about the 
Affair of Hildefheim, in which means were propos 
‘to oblige the Troops of Zell to evacuate thar City, 
and a Refolution was taken to lay a Remonftrance 
tothat Purpofe before the Dyer; which Remon- 
ftrance is not yet deliver’d : but yefterday the De- 
puties of Hildefheim gave in an ample Memorial to 
the Dyet on the fame Subject, which ‘tis beliey’d 
will quickly be follow’d by the faid Remonftrance 
of the Catholick Deputies. On Monday laft, the 
Proteftant Deputies had a Conference in the Envoy 
of Saxony’s Houfe, where it was debated, whether, 

ing the Imperial Commiffioners and the Roman- 
Catholick Envoys are urgent that every Circle 
hhou’d without Delay furnith: their Contingent of 
the Army of the Empire, that Point fhou’d be im- 
mediately concluded, and all other matters poft- 
pou'd, as the General Welfare manifeftly requires in 
the prefeat Circumftances of Affairs : many were of 

inion to. defer. coming to a Refolution on this 
Matter, till the Emperor's Ratification of the Inftru- 


ment drawn up by the Confent of the Elector of 
Bavaria giving Affurance that the Dyer fhall fic and 
act with Freedom and Safery, be {ent from Vienna ; 
left the faid Elector, knowing that the Army of the 
Empire is to be employ’d againft the King of France 
the Duke of Anjou and their Adherents, {hou'd take 
an Occafion to fieze fome Members of the Dyer, 
under Pretence that they had acted irregularly. 
But at length it was carried, that this Affair of {pee- 
dily bringing into the Field the Forces of the Empire, 
fhou’d be fettled in the next Affembly of the three 
Colleges: However, that it thou’d nor be abfolutely 
concluded till the Imperial Ratification above- 
mention’d arrive, The Dyet have fince refolv’d to 
demand of the Elector of Bavaria a General Pafs, 
that all the Deputies may retire from this City with 
their Domefticks by Water, there not being Land- 
Carriage to be got at prefent, fufficient for removing 
fo great a Number of Perfons. On the otherlide, 


our Magiftrates have petition’d the Diet, that they 


wou'd not by their Removal from hence furnith the 
Elector of Bavaria with a Pretence to poflefs himfelf 
abfolutely of this City,and garrifon it as if it were his 
own. Mean time the Bavarian Envoy has intimated 
that,befides the Affurance formerly given by his Mae 
fter not to moleft the Dyer, there needs no other 
Pafs; from which "tis prefum’d his Electoral Highnefs 
ae no mind the Dyet fhou’d remove to aay other 

ace. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated April 26. 
They write from Ratisbon of the 19th, that the 


 Magiftrates of that City, have fent two Deputies to 


the Court of Vienna, to reprefent to the Emperor 
the inevitable Neceffity they were under to receive 
a Bavarian Garifon, and at the fame time to befeech 
him, to ratifie the Affurance on which the EleGor of 
Bavaria offers to withdraw his Troops. In the mean 
time there is a great Talk that the-Dyet will be 
transfer'd to fome other Place, that Crembs or 
Stein in Auftria has been propos’d by the Emperor’s 
Minifters, and Magdeburg by the Envoy of the 
King of Pruffia. 

From Cleves of the 25th they write, That Count 
Lottum has taken upon him the command of the 
Blockade of Gelder, keeps his head Quarters ar 
Walbeck, and has order’d the Line of Circumvalla- 
tion which is drawn round that place to be perfected, 
with krtle Forts at certain diftances ; when that is 
done, he intends to fend part of his Troops to ferve 
in the Siege of Bonn.

Rhinfeld, April 17... All the Troops of Heffe-Caf- 
fel are in motion, and notwithftanding the Fatigues 
they have endur'd this Winter, are in very good 
Condition ; they are 9000 ftrong ; the Hereditary 
Prince of Heffe-Caffel is expected to Day or to 
Morrow to take a Review of them: After which he 
will march with them to the Siege of Bonn, This 
Piace is garrifon’d with 3 Regiments of Foot and 1 
of Horfe, and another Regiment of 1500 Men of 
the Militia is ready to throw themfelves into this 
Fortrefs in cafe of need ; fo that we have nothing to. 
fear from the Enemy.

Laft night arriv’d here the Mar- 
tin Galley, Silas Wotten Commander, who reports, 
that he came in 27 days from Virginia, and that the 
Briftol Merchant, Virginia Merchant, and the Hefter, 
who left Ireland the 14th of February laft, were 
fafe arriv'd there ; and that he fail’d thence in com- 
pany with the Adventure, Briftol Pink, and Kent, 
under Convoy of one Man of War, but left them
